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At a meeting of the city coun­ 
cil Wednesday morning a resolu- 
r- tion was passed that a letter be 
written to the planning commis­ 
sion asking that body to make a 
study of the proposition of a city 
public picnic ground as a means 
of alleviating the problem of pic­ 
nickers using vacant lots, side 
streets and even yards of resi­ 
dences as places to picnic. This 
is a step in the right direction 
that may have far-reaching re­ 
sults. 
During the season large 
crowds come here on week­ 
ends. many coming only for the 
day and bringing their own 
picnic lunches with them. At 
present these picnickers are a 
problem because we have no 
facilities for taking care of 
them, and they are forced by 
! necessity to picnic either at the 
edge of streets or on private 
property. When lunch is over, 
there is no suitable place for 
them to throw their empty bot­ 
tles. cans, papers and scraps. 
They don't wish to carry this 
refuse around with them in the 
car for the remainder of the 
day, so they do the only thing 
they can do now, they throw 
the trash on the ground. 
We can't settle the problem by 
asking picnickers to stay out of 
Palm Springs, and we don't want 
to settle it that way anyway. 
Asking them not to picnic isn't a 
solution either. The only logical, 
sensible way to remedy the situa­ 
tion is to provide a free city pic­ 
nic ground for these people to 
use. And they would use it, too. 
All roads to the picnic grounds 
could be plainly signposted and 
business men and residents alike 
could be enlisted to direct pic­ 
nickers there. Also, local police 
officers could be instructed to 
inform persons found picnicking 
away from the city 
picnic 
grounds that we have such faci­ 
lities and could request them to 
take advantage of it. 
If someone would donate the 
land or the use of some land 
for the purpose, the cost of lay­ 
ing out the picnic ground would 
not be excessive. A few tables, 
benches, fireplaces, water fauc­ 
ets, restrooms and garbage con­ 
tainers are sufficient as a be­ 
ginning. It is possible that if 
the land was donated to the 
city, S.R.A. workers could do 
the work. Then the only cost 
to the city would be the ma­ 
terial and the upkeep. 
Such a picnic ground could be­ 
come a real community asset and 
some day might even grow into 
a beautiful city park. A few trees 
could be planted and soon the 
grounds would be beautiful. Cer­ 
tain it is that the picnic grounds 
would draw the picnickers off the 
streets and bring an end to pic­ 
nicking on private property, and 
it might be that the city would 
save nearly enough in the cost 
of keeping streets and parking 
strips clean to pay for the up­ 
keep of the picnic grounds.

FERDINAND COBLE SENTENCED 


1 TO 10 YEARS IN SAN QUENTIN; 


JUDGE TO RECOMMEND MINIMUM 
A term of one to 10 years in San Quentin was the sentence passed 
upon Ferdinand Coble. 22-year-old Palm Springs gardener, who 
killed his father, John Coble, with a pistol following a family dis­ 
pute at El Patio Court on December 26. Superior Judge O. K. Mor­ 
ton, before whom the case was heard, declared in pronouncing judg­ 
ment he intends to urge the state board of prison terms and paroles 
to establish Coble's term at the statutory minimum of one year. 
Sentence was pronounced Thursday following a two-day hearing on 
a reduced charge of manslaughter to which young Coble had pleaded 
guilty. 
“It is my understanding that? 
the district attorney will join 
with the court in recommending 
the minimum punishment under 
the law,” Judge Morton declared. 
Judge Morton expressed the 
hope that the young defendant, 
never before in any difficulty 
with the law, would be placed 
in some department of the prison 
where he will not be in contact 
with hardened criminals. 
A 15-day stay of execution was 
granted so that the record of the 
proceedings prior to judgment, 
can be placed in the hands of the 
state prison board before young 
Coble is transferred to San Quen­ 
tin.Feared for Mother and Sister 
In answer to the direct ques­ 
tion, “Why did you do it?" young 
Coble answered, “It wasn’t for 
myself, but for my mother and 
sister, Ervina.” According to test­ 
imony given at the hearing the 
father, John Coble, had berated 
the family in vile language all 
afternoon and had again boasted

MAY BE TAXED 


FOR POUND FUND 
According to a survey made 
last week by the newly-formed 
Humane Society, Palm Springs 
has in the neighborhood of 770 
dogs eligible to be taxed if and 
when the proposed "dog license" 
ordinance is passed by the city 
council. 
The ladies of the Humane So­ 
ciety made this study after they 
were requested to do so by the 
city council. It was done to de­ 
termine approximately the extent 
of the revenue the city could ex­ 
pect to get if a “dog license” or­ 
dinance were inacted. 
208 On Reservation 
Of the 770 dogs, 208 are on the 
reservation. Four local B oy 
Scouts, John Outcault, Junior 
Thompson, Bill Doak and John 
Redding, took the dog census on 
the reservation. 
The ladies made the survey of 
the number of dogs outside the 
reservation in the following man­ 
ner. They checked with Harry 
Williams, local city garbage con­ 
tractor; Robert Frohn, employe of 
the Nevada-California Electric 
Corporation; and the ladies them­ 
selves checked through the city 
directory. Mr. Williams and Mr. 
Frohn indicated the residences 
with dogs and the ladies in mak­ 
ing their check eliminated dupli­ 
cations. 
Mrs. Ted Griffith and Mrs. 
Katherine Cliffton, who headed 
the dog census, stated that only 
dogs owned by residents who live 
here at least three months out of 
the year were counted. Stray, 
homeless dogs were not counted. 
This procedure was followed be­ 
cause only dogs owned by per­ 
sons living in Palm Springs at 
least three months out of the year 
are subject to be taxed, under 
the proposed ordinance. 
Ordinance Drawn 
Dogs here will probably not be 
taxed during the current fiscal 
year. City Attorney Roy Colegate 
has already drawn the proposed 
ordinance, and it is now being 
studied by the Humane Society. 
The annual license fees provided 
for in the ordinance are $1.50 for 
males and spade females 
and 
$2.50 for females. 
Figuring conservatively t h a t 
three-fourths of the 770 taxable 
dogs are males or spade females, 
taxing these 576 dogs at $1.50 
each should yield the city $858 
The 192 female dogs at $2.50 each 
should yield an additional $480 
for a grand total of about $1338 
contemplated revenue from this 
source. 
Tax Maintain Pound 
This money will be used to 
maintain a city dog pound and 
to hire a humane officer. The 
pound will probably be located 
at the Dr. C. W. Pritchard Veter­ 
inary Hospital on Sunny Dunes. 
Dr. 
Pritchard’s assistant will 
serve as pound master. 
Ralph A. Nesmith has been 
proposed as by far the most logi­ 
cal man to serve in the capacity 
of humane officer. 
Benefit Party 
The dog license tax probably 
will not go into effect until the 
beginning of the next fiscal year 
starting July 1. Therefore, to raise 
money to carry on the work of 
the humane society this spring 
a Valentine’s Day bridge party 
is planned.

here. 
They were accused of having 
beaten Ralph Nesmith, local busi­ 
ness man, at 5:30 o’clock on Sat­ 
urday afternoon, March 18.

Into Arizona 


R. Bruce Cvegar, well known 
Palm Springs Indian trader, made 
a trip into Arizona last week, vis­ 
iting Navajo, Jima and Papago 
reservations to buy hand-made 
Indian merchandise for his two 
Indian trading posts here. 
Mr. 
Cregar is the owner of the Palm 
Canyon Trading post in beauti­ 
ful Palm Canyon and also oper­ 
ates 
Cregar’s 
Indian 
Trading 
Post opposite the Desert Inn here 
in the village. 
Mr. Cregar reports he found 
the weather very cold throughout 
Arizona. He said he saw a regu­ 
lar string of Papago Indians haul­ 
ing mesquite wood into Tucson to 
keep the residents of that city 
warm and stated that it was also 
cold at Phoenix. 
Mr. Cregar brought back with 
him to Palm Springs 125 fine In 
dian rugs. Some of these Navajo 
rugs are very large, measuring 
9x12 feet. He also purchased some 
Hopi Indian rugs, which are not 
so plentiful as Navajo rugs. The 
local Indian trader also brought 
back 200 Indian baskets and some 
pottery. All this merchandise was 
hand-made by Indians on their 
reservations, and Mr. Cregar vis­ 
ited the reservations to purchase 
the goods directly from the In­ 
dians themselves. 
The local Indian trader was 
accompanied by his wife on the 
trip. 
They 
returned 
via 
the 
Papago Indian reservation, which 
stretches along the Mexican bor­ 
der. 


Roy Colegate Wins 


$34,000 Suit for 


Natl. Biscuit Co. 


Roy Colegate, Palm Springs’ 
brilliant young city attorney, last 
week won a suit involving some 
$34,000 in the District Court of 
Appeals at San Bernardino. 
Representing the National Bis­ 
cuit Company and a subsidiary, 
Bishop and Company, in the suit 
growing out of an automobile ac­ 
cident occurring more than two 
years ago, Attorney Colegate won 
a reversal of a decision handed

Business Index Up 


For Far West 


Says Al Gardiner 


Manager A. J. M. Gardiner of 
Bank of America here said today 
that continued gain in California 
and Far Western business is re­ 
flected in the business review for 
December just released by t h e 
bank’s analysis and research de­ 
partment. 
Bank of America’s business in­ 
dex rose to 78.9, a new high since 
September, 1937. 
Building permits, for all types 
of construction, issued in 32 prin­ 
cipal cities of the state totaled 
$13,943,541 in value. This is a de­ 
cline of five percent from the 
previous month. 
But in home 
building, permits were valued at 
$9.320,000, a “less than seasonal" 
decline of six percent from No­ 
vember, and a gain of 19 percent 
over December, 1938. 
In retail trade, the California 
departm ent store sales index for 
December advanced three per­ 
cent over November, and regis­ 
tered the same increase over De­ 
cember of the year before. 
New car sales in California to­ 
taled 21,337, five percent higher 
than in November. 
Farm value of California crops 
during 1939 turned out to have 
been better than was earlier an­ 
ticipated. Quoting figures com­ 
piled by the California Coopera­ 
tive Crops Reporting Service, the 
review shows that the combined 
value of all crops reached $383,­ 
045.000. This is 12 percent higher 
than in 1938. but still 15 to 17 
percent lower than 1936 and 1937.

TO START SURVEY TODAY ON P. S. 


AERIAL TRAMWAY; $2900 ON HAND 
With $2900 now in the hands off 
the committee, work was sched­ 
uled to start today on the survey 
for the proposed Palm Springs 
Aerial Tramway. The survey will 
be made by the engineering firm 
of Modjeski & Masters of New 
York City and Philadelphia. The 
amount of money on hand is 
more than enough to defray the 
expense of the survey. About 
$1000 more is needed, however, to 
take care of additional expenses 
before construction of the pro­ 
ject can be started. 
The survey will be completed 
in about 60 days. It will include 
an estimate of the cost of con­ 
struction. an estimate of the prob­ 
able revenue and cost of opera- 
ation, an estimate of the traffic 
that may be expected, and coun­ 
sel and advice on the method of 
financing. It will also establish 
the best route of the proposed fu­ 
nicular railway, which will start 
at Chino Canyon, above the cié­ 
nega, up the mountain side to 
Long Valley, which lies just be­ 
low Mt. San Jacinto peak and has 
an elevatipn of more than 8,000 
feet.All of the data obtained by the 
engineering firm will become the 
property of the committee. Fran­ 
cis Crocker, Mayor Philip Boyd. 
A. F. Hicks, C. G. Lykken and 
C. E. Gordon, who signed the 
contract with the firm. 
The tramway has created wide­ 
spread interest. Roy B. South- 
worth, special representative of 
the Columbia Steel Co., was here 
on Thursday to confer with the 
committee. 
H. G. Folsom of the John A. 
Roebling's Sons Co., manufactur­ 
ers of wire cable, was also here. 
He stated that the survey which 
will be made at a cost of about 
$2500 is worth at least $5.000. 
J. M. Owens of the A. Leschen 
& Sons Rope Co., wire rope man­ 
ufacturers, was here this week 
and showed keen interest in the 
project. 
The sketch of the project made 
by John Porter Clark of Palm 
Springs, will be published in the 
Christian Science Monitor, which 
has a world-wide circulation.

that he had choked to death his 
eldest son, Norman, in th e San 
Jacinto 
m ountains 
near 
Pine 
Cove. 
“I got up from my ch air in 
the living room and w ent back 
to the bedroom and got m y gun 
and put it in my belt. I thought 
I would be able to bluff him and 
m ake him be better to us,” the 
defendant said in almost a whis­ 
per. 
"He called to me, dem anding 
that I come back into the living 
room and listen to him. 
“I told him I wanted to have 
a talk w ith him in the bedroom. 
I didn't know w hat I was going 
to do. 
“I was sure somctning had to 
be done—not for myself, bu t for 
m y m other and sister. 
“I could hear him coming down 
the hall, and when he cam e to 
the1 bedroom door I fired. 
“I d idn't know I was going to 
shoot him until I pulled the trig­ 
ger." 
The lethal weapon was a 
.22 
autom atic pistol, and was already 
loaded a fter having been 
used 
two days before at target prac­ 
tice. young Coble said. 
A fter exam ination of the 
de­ 
fendant by his attorney, H. L. 
Thompson, 
and by Dist. Atty. 
Ear! Redwine, the district atto r­ 
ney read into the record the state­ 
m ents of Dr. Russell M. Gray, 
autopsy surgeon, made at th e cor­ 
o ner’s inquest, and also the state­ 
m ent m ade by Coble to Redwine 
the m idnight after the killing. 
F ather Asserted M urderer 
It was W arren Coble, 24. Ferd­ 
inand's older brother, who relat­ 
ed on the witness stand the w eird i 
tale of a father who repeatedly 
asserted he had m urdered 
his 
oldest son. 
The son. Norman, died approx­ 
im ately four years ago at Pine 
Cove, w hile with his father. He 
had been subject to epileptic fits. 
W arren Coble said, in answ er to 
questions by H. L. Thompson, de­ 
fense counsel. 
“My father, about two 
years 
later, said th a t he had killed N or­ 
m an with his bare hands. I be­ 
lieved him ," said W arren, declar­ 
ing that this story w as repeated 
“several tim es.” 
In cross-exam ination of W ar­ 
ren Coble, Dist. Atty. Redwine 
questioned the witness w hether 
he had ev er made an attem pt to 
ascertain the "true facts” of the 
death of N orm an Coble. 
“No, sir.” was the response. 
On the very day of the slaying, 
John Coble had told W arren nev­ 
er to return to the home in Palm 
Springs "or else he'd fill m e so 
full of holes I’d look like a sieve," 
it was testified. 
Mrs. Gladys M. Davis, P a l m 
Springs personal m aid 
and 
a 
friend of the family, the second 
witness, asserted th at the father 
had once draw n a gun on Ervina 
Coble, his daughter, and th re a t­ 
ened to kill her. Mrs. Davis said 
she was rooming at the Coble 
residence at the time, and d e­ 
scribed the elder Coble as pos­ 
sessing a "dual personality.” 
She said that she talked briefly 
w ith John Coble the afternoon of 
the m urder and observed th a t he 
had been drinking. 
Redwine also filed for inclu­ 
sion in the record a certified copy 
of the death certificate of N or­ 
m an Coble, signed by two physi­ 
cians as having been caused by 
an epileptic seizure. 
Ferdinand, 
his brother W arren, his sister E r­ 
vina, and his mother, Mrs. Leota 
Rust, all testified during the p ro ­ 
ceedings 
that 
the 
father 
had 
claimed to have choked Norm an 
to death. 
Probation Application Refused 
Prior 
to 
pronouncem ent 
of 
judgm ent, Thompson presented a 
formal application of probation, 
which was denied by the court 
inasmuch as state law does not 
perm it the granting of probation 
when a deadly weapon is involv­ 
ed in the commission of an of­ 
fense. 
Thompson expressed apprecia­ 
tion to Redwine for his “kindly 
understanding, aid and considera­ 
tion” in ascertaining the 
tru th 
surrounding the offense, 
w hile 
Redwine in response described 
the playing his part as prosecutor 
as an “unpleasant circum stance.’ 
“This is one of the most diffi 
cult cases this court has ever had 
to pass judgm ent upon in its e x ­ 
perience," said Judge Morton.

Action taken by the city coun­ 
cil 
at its 
meeting 
W ednesday 
m orning m ay spell the end of 
“putt-puLts” for Palm 
Springs. 
This move came as the result of 
a girl riding a scooter being se­ 
riously injured in an accident on 
N orth P alm Canyon D rive last 
Sunday. 
One councilman came up with 
the opinion W ednesday m orning 
th a t “p u tt-p u tt” stand operators 
should be made to apply 
for 
“autos for hire” perm its. It was 
pointed ou t that all m otor-driven 
vehicles th a t renters drive them ­ 
selves come w ithin the scope of 
the local ordinance now in ef­ 
fect; and therefore, that if the 
law is enforced, “p u tt-p u tt” con­ 
cession operators will have to ap­ 
ply for perm its to operate. Bi­ 
cycle stand operators would not 
be included in this category, it 
was stated. 
The city council after much 
discussion decided that the or­ 
dinance should be interpreted to 
include “p u tt-p u tts” as w ell as 
autom obiles “for hire,” which al­ 
ready m ust operate under a per­ 
mit. and passed a resolution in­ 
structing th e city attorney to no­ 
tify the chief of police that oper­ 
ators of 
"putt-putts 
for 
re n t” 
stands m ust have a perm it from 
the city to operate. 
The application fee for such a 
perm it is $25. and the operator is 
also required to post an insur­ 
ance bond for the protection of 
the riders of his “putt-putts" in 
Palm Springs because they be­ 
lieve the m ajority at least of the 
operators of such businesses will 
probably be put out of business. 
“P utt-putts" have been a bone 
of contention here for a num ber 
of years, som e favoring them and 
others dem anding that they must 
be done aw ay with. The accident 
last Sunday brought the m atter 
to a head. 
O thers claim reputable, respon­ 
sible operators of "putt-putts for 
hire” businesses can continue to 
operate profitably under the or­ 
dinance. T he required insurance 
bond is as much of a protection 
for the operator as for the pleas- 
ure-seeker renting th e scooter, it 
is asserted. 
It has long been felt by local

th at

week-ends, 
w hen autom obile traffic is also
